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JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The French mail delivered this morning brings no news worth 
quoting from Yokohama; but by the Pacific route (the steamer 
Great Republic having arrived at San Francisco on the 19th June) 
we have advices from that port to May 29, of which the following 


is a summary :— 

The Mikado arrived at Yedo on the 9th May. Numerous out- 
rages are reported to have been committed upon Foreigners. The 
English Minister had complained to the Japanese Government re- 
garding the matter. 

The anniversary of the birthday of Queen Victoria was observed 
ina splendid manner, Sir Henry Parkes reviewed the English 
troops of the ison and the marines from the fleet. There was 
a regatta during the day. 

The whole fleet of the Mikado had arrived safely at the port of 
Arvomori. 

Admiral Enomoto was strongly fortified on the island of Yesso, 
impatiently awaiting an attack by the Mikado’s forces. Three of 
the Admiral’s vessels attempted to capture the ram Stonewall, but 
the attack was seignoennatil One of the Admiral’s vessels was 
beached and burned. 

Since the return of the Mikado to Yedo the city was full of 
armed men. The retainers of the Daimios had been summon d 
to meet his Majesty. The Parliament, consisting of 270 members, 
was in session in Yedo. 

The markets were dull, with only a few sales of cotton goods - 
woollens were unchanged. ‘The business in silk was limited ; tho 
settlements amounted to 150 piculs, chiefly medium and lower 
class. The stock of silk had been reduced to 50 piculs, and prices 
were unchanged, with symptoms of a weakness for inferior kinds. 
The weather is favourable to the new crop, and the worms had 
successfully reached the second stage. The exports for the pre- 
sent season amount to 14,400 bales. 

Teas: The exports from Yokahama for the season amount to 
10,936,700 pounds. But few samples of new tea have been re- 
ceived ; not enough to report on satisfactorily. Settlements for

CHINA. 


SHANGHAI. 
(FROM AN OCCASIONAL CORRESPONDENT. ) 
Suanoual, May 13, 1869. 
The English mail of 26th March arrived here yesterday, per 
steamer Sunda. The troop ship Adventure, which left Hong Kong 
a few hours before the Sunda, brought news in anticipation. The 
Admiral sailed in the Salamis for Tientsin, en route to Peking, im- 
mediately after the arrival of the mail; and the Adventure, it is 
reported, will take Lady Keppel to Yokohama, there to await the 
Admiral. It is understood that Sir H. Keppel has gone to hold a 
conference with Sir Rutherford Alcock at Peking on the policy 
lately enunciated by the Home Government of allowing the 
Chinese to do as they like. It is not probable that either Sir R. 


Alcock or the Admiral can be in favour of such a policy, as their 
experience of China and Chinese must convince them, as well as 
every rational person, that the plan proposed by the Home Go- 
vernment is most likely to lead to war ; whereas demanding re- 
dress for injuries on the spot from the actual aggressors is more 
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likely to conduce to peace. In the history of our dealings with 
the Chinese there is no instance of their declaring war against us. 
Each war that we have had with the Chinese has been initiated 
by us to obtain reparation for a series of wrongs perpetrated, or 
for breach of distinct treaty provisions, The Chinese are again 
becoming impressed with the idea that they can cope with 
Foreigners, and are strong enough to expel them from their bor- 
ders. The late outrages occurring simultancously at different 
places seem to go a long way towards proving a preconcerted ac- 
tion on the part of the mandarins. It would be desirable if it 
could be impressed on the Government and people at home that 
the Peking Government has merely a nominal power in the pro- 
vinces, where the Viceroys hold almost unchecked power; and 
that the Chinese have never conceded to us any privileges what- 
ever, but that all the treaty rights or powers have been extorted 
by force of arms, The Peking Government now exist upon the re- 
venue derived from the Foreign trade, and are now willing to open 
as many ports on the coast as we desire, on the sole condition that 
a Foreign Customs be established and a Consul appointed. The 
opening up the rivers to steamers and the working of mines they 
steadily oppose, although beneficial to their own people ; in fact, 
if we are ever to obtain those concessions we must take them. 
The desirability of bonded warehouses is now under discussion 
between the Chamber of Commerce and the Customs autho- 
rities, and doubtless some arrangement of the kind will 
before very long be arrived at. ‘The sale of transit passes 
for goede into the interior by Foreigners to Chinese, which 
has latterly been carried on, on a large scale, in order to 
avoid the squeezes at the inland barriers, has been com- 
plained of by the local Chinese authorities as interfering with 
their revenue. The probability is that the Chinese will be forced 
sooner or later to alter their system, which assimilates very much 
to that in vogue amongst the different potentates in Africa, where 
each local authority squeezes as much as he can on all persons or 
goods passing through his territory. There is a plan in contem- 
plation by the Customs to establish telegraphic communication 
from the Beacon below Woosung to Shanghai, instead of the pre- 
sent system of look out ships and flags. If this arrangement be 
carried out it may inaugurate a new era in China of progress 
versus inertia. A beginning has already been made by Mr. art 
towards improving the ports, and two competent engineers are at 
work here surveying the harbour and entrances, aud putting the 
dighss into an efficient state, and the lighthouse on Qutzlaff 
Island is in course of construction, 

Much indignation has been aroused in Shanghai by the asper- 
sions of the Duke of Somerset in the House of Lords against the 
morality of the place. He has evidently been misinformed by 
some foolish or designing persons, as Shanghai may compare 
favourably with many seaport towns in England. There is very 
little crime here, there being a well-ordered community of 
Foreigners, and the Chinese give very little trouble. A large pro- 
portion of the Foreign residents are marricd, and have their 
wives and families here, so we are ata loss to know where this 
great immorality is to be found. The only foundation for it seems 
to be that a low class of Chinese pander to the vices of the sailors 
on shore, but their number even is not great, and has no influence 
whatever on the residents. 

The proceedings at the meeting of the Chamber of Commerce, 
held on the 7th inst., were unusually lengthy, but of great im- 
portance. The members present were :—¥. Porter, Esq., in the 
chair ; Messrs. Hogg, Lavers, Probst, Hayes, Bell, F. B. Johnson, 
King, Gubbay, Monro, Groom, Dow, Purdon, R. Miller, J. I. Miller, 
Helbling, and Gilmour. Tho first question discussed was that of 
transit dues, on which the following resolution was passed :— 

“That this meeting considers that the proposed modification of the 
treaty as to transit dues, by which 24 per cent. should be made payable 
at the ports of entry, and cease to be optional, is the least satisfactory of 
all forms by which the levy could be collected, and contrary to the general 
interest of trade, and that it would only add by so much to the cost of 
taking goods into the interior ; as local dues, in some shape or other, are 
sure to be superadded; and this meeting, therefore, still adheres to the 
views expressed in the Chamber of Commerce memorial, in regard to the 
best means of collecting transit dues,” 

A majority of the members voted against the proposal of the 
Silk Committee, that the present system of paying duties before 
shipment should be changed. The question of measurement of 
teas came up again for discussion; the balance of evidence was 
shown to be in favour of measurement here ; but a resolution ex- 
pressing an opinion in favour of this course was rejected in favour 
of an amendment which virtually declared the matter to be en- 
tirely a matter of option and arrangement. 

The subject of bonded warehouses was also discussed, in con- 
nection with Mr. Dick’s letter on the matter ; and it was unani- 
mously agreed that their establishment would be advantageous, 
It was suggested that a list should be opened at the Custom-house 
to ascertain what firms would wish to bond their godowns on the 
terms proposed. 

The Duke of Somerset's late speech in the House of Lords was 
taken up, and a resolution requesting the Committee to protest 
against the slur cast by him on the community offered. But it 
was eventually left an open question whether the letter should be 
written merely on behalf of the Chamber, or whether the com- 
munity should be invited to join in a general protest. At the 
close of the meeting a letter from Mr. Dick, asking the opinion 
of the Chamber regarding s line of telegraph from Shanghai to 
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the Kintoah Beacon, was read and warmly applauded. The pro- 
ject of course mects with warm support. 

One of the grossest absurdities we have heard of for a long 
time is reported from Tientsin. The members of the various mis- 
sionary bodies there seem to have agreed, after some difficulty, on 
a set of rules for the governance of the Union Church, at that 
port. Amongst other things, they exclude from membership all 
dealers in opium, and have excommunicated a respected member 
of the community, who has declined to promise not to sell the for- 
bidden article. We all know that widely different views are enter- 
tained regarding the opium trade, but our missionary friends may 
reat assured that excommunication will not stop it. It is sur- 
prising how they can overlook the incongruity of their own action. 
They exclude the sinner from his only chance of eonversion—per- 
suasion at their hands. 

A Newchwang correspondent of the Worth China Herald writes : 
—We have not heard anything about the Corea being opened, and 
I hope people will not be induced to ship goods on the strength 
of the rumour you mention, as the stock of grey shirtings left 
from last year is nearly all on hand yet ; and holders cannot get 
more than Tls.2.26 to Tls2.30. The Sophie and Hellen, which 
vessel was aground on West Bank, has come into port, and is load- 
ing for Hong Kong. An English three-masted scooter is ashore ; 
boats have been sent to her assistance. The Aiushiv is loading 
the first cargo of beancake from the steam factory for your port. 

The Hankow correspondent of the Evening Courier writes :— 
We understand that the market for the new tea crop in some of 
the country districts has been opened at comparatively low prices. 
At Yung-low-loong the tea leaf has been bought at 400 to 420 
cash per catty, equal to about Tls. 26 in Hankow. At Nip-ka- 
see the prices were 320 to 340 cash, equal to Tls. 22 to 23. From 
the Onfa country no news has been received. Musters were ex- 
pected at Hankow about the 20th inst. 


HONG KONG. 

The present inward mail left Hong Kong on the 20th May, on 
which day the outward mail of April 9 was due there. Up to the 
hour of going to press none of our despatches from this port have 
come to hand, from which we infer that they have all missed the 
steamer, or in some way miscarried. On making inquiry we have 
ascertained that many of the principal firms, &c., connected with 
China are also without any Hong Kong papers. 


Some changes have recently taken place in the Foreign Consu- 
lates in China, a record of which may interest our ers. Mr. 
Tettenborn, late Consul-General at Shanghai, has been recalled ; 
and Mr. Anneke, late Chancellor of N.G. Consulate-General at But 
charest, has been nominated Consul of the North German Confe- 
deration at Shanghai. He arrived in the last French mail, and 
proceeded immediately to take up the duties of his post. Since 
the departure of Mr. Heinssen (of Messrs. Siemssen and Co., at 
Shanghai) to Europe, half a year ago, the Hanseatic Consulate 
has been given over to the Prussians. The hitherto existing 
Prussian Vice-Consulate at Shanghai, of which Mr. Probst has 
been the Vice-Consul, will, on the establishment of the N.G. Con- 
sulate there, be dissolved. At Canton Baron Carlowitz has been 
nominated as Consul of the North German Confederation, but the 
Consulate has not yet been established, owing to the temporary 
absence of that gentleman, who is at present at Peking, but will 
return very soon. Mr. Eimbcke, partner of Messrs. Carlowitz and 
Co. in this colony, has been nominated as Consul of the North 
German Confederation ; and we hear that the Prussian Consulate 
here, with that of the Hanseatic Towns, now managed by Messrs. 
Pustau and Co., will be handed over to the gentleman in question. 
The Consulates at Hong Kong and Canton will receive a salaried 
Chancellier ; this is some improvement in German policy in China, 
because if the Confederation avoids the large (?) expenses of 
creating salaried Consuls, it at least sends salaried Chancelliers 
who have studied in universities. Why does it not send out stu- 
dent interpreters ?

The following important communication, dated the 4th May, 
and received from Her Majesty's Consul at Manila, detailing cer- 
tain important modifications of the customs, export, and port dues 
for the Philippine Islands, is published in the Hong Kong Go- 


vernment Gazette for general information :— 
H.B.M.’s Consulate, Manila, May 4, 1869. 

Srr,—I have the honour to tranemit herewith inclosed to your Excel- 
lency a decree in translation, issued by the Provisional Government at 
Madrid on the 29th December, 1868, and published in the Manila Gazette 
on April 5 last, relating to certain modifications in the customs dues of this 
place. 

The advantages offered by this reform on the present rate of customs’ 
dues most worthy of notice are the reduction by 50 per cent. of the dif- 
ferential duties, and their total abolition at the end of two yeurs from the 
date of the cumplase,” é.¢, from the 5th April last, the suppression of 
all export dues, and the merging of several troublesome port-taxes into 
one charge. 

Such measures, I need hardly remark, are likely to produce a salatary 
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influence on the future commercial interests of this colony. The decree

TRANSLATION. 

Art. I. The Reform of the Customs’ Tariffs of the Philippines which 
was effected and brought into operation by the suppressed General Finance 
Superintendency, in compliance with the Royal Order of 21st November, 
1860, is approved ; with the moiification, that for all operations of Re- 
venue, the metrico-decimal system shall be followed, and woollen fabrics 


be classified by weight like the rest, instead of the dues being graduated 


by lineal measure of the pieces. : 

Art. II. The modification resolved on by the said Superintendency in 
portions of the Tariff in this form are approved of. 

Lot 35. Duty on Geneva spirit, wormwood or others, including the out- 
side case; the duty is retained as in the Tariff, but the outside cases shall 
be taxed separately. 

The Intendency, taking the opinion of the administration of the de- 
partment, will grant a proportionate reduction in the duty on this article, 
which, as the substitution of that reform is contrary to the usual practice 
of Custom Houses, will be submitted to the Supreme Government, with- 
out, however, preventing it from being at once put in force ad interim. 

Lot 268. Impure Carbonate of Soda reducing the valuation of 16 
assigned by the tariff, to 8. 

Lot 1,085. Smooth corduroys and velvets, worked or stamped, are 
taxed at the rate of 260 escudos the quintal, instead of 520 as fixed in 
the said lot. 

Lot 298. Barley stripped of the busk pearled or peeled, the valuation 
is redaced to 24 escudos per quintal, instead of 14 dollar per Ib. as fixed 
in the tariff. 

Lot 1,004. Cotton crimson cochineal colour for weaving. 

Lot 1,005. Cotton, white, raw, or of other colours for weaving. 

Lot 1,006. Cotton, yellow, rose-colour or green, for weaving. 

The merging of these three Lots into 1,005 being stated in the following 
form. 

Spun Cotton for weaving raw, white, or coloured; quintal 120 escudos, 
dues 7 or 14 per cent. according to flag proceeding from abroad, or 8 or 8 
per cent. respectively if the exportation be national. 

Tariff of mixed woven stuffs, The addition to this Tariff of the cloths 
fine Lastings, Cashmeres and serges of wool and cotton, by halves in warp 
gud woof, at the valuation of 75 centsof a dollar per square yard; valua- 
tion in future will be modified by unity of weight according to Article 1 
of this decree. 

The explanation referring to the conditions of light stuffs, in the sense 
that any cloth which between every two threads admits another of the 
same thickness shall be considered as light stuff not pressed close.

' Art. III. The Intendency will dedicate itself in preference to the new 
reform of the tariff, reducing by 50 per cent. all the charges mentioned 
therein over 8 to 8 per cent. the averages cale of duty ; and by 50 per cent. 
the differential duty on foreign flags, which shall be kept up for the space 
of two years, to be counted from the time this decree is endorsed by the 
“ cumplase,” both charges being suppressed at the end of that term. 

Art. IY. That in the new tariff the export dues on all articles charged 
therewith be suppressed ; the exporters, nevertheless, being still compelled 
to declare the goods which they export, their quality and quantity, and it 
being the duty of the customs’ administrations to supervise and make 
note thereof, in order to frame the commercial statistics of the Archipelago. 

Art. V. The tax of 2 per cent. upon European goods imported in 
Spanish ships proceeding from the ports of Asia and Occania, and that of 
1 per cent. on those proceeding from Singapore are suppressed likewise, 

Art. VI. The Intendency, on consulting with the Councils of Tariffs and 
Finance, will merge into one solo tax, to be called “ Discharge Tax,” and 
which shall be paid according to the tonnage (ton of 1,000 kilogrammes) 
of the goods discharged, all the duties known at present by the name of 
light cleansing, anchorage, shipment, and discharge, and others of the 
kind; managing so that the amount of the new tax may represent the 
due equivalent of those suppressed; different scales being drawn up for 
ships navigating the high seas, for coasters, and among them for ships 
measuring less than twenty tons. When a vessel in distress or from other 
cause is forced to transfer its cargo to another, or to discharge it to be re- 
shipped afterwards, it will not pay the daty, which is only to be exacted 
oe pos discharged for the purpose of being introdaced into the 

ands, 

Art, VII, The Discharge Due will be collected by the Custom House, 
the amounts, like all other general Taxes, being paid into the public 
Treasury. 

p Art. VIII. The Customs’ Administration of Manila will at once take 
charge, with the character of Central Administration of that branch, of 
the despatch of the business confided for this purpose to that of taxes. 
The chief of the latter will retain nevertheless the title of Inspector of 
the Revenue, together with the duty of conducting the proceedings of 
invalidity or complaint against the decisions of the former.

Art. 1. The introduction of ships of all kinds into the Philippine Isles,

Art. II. When foreign vessels have been repaired in the Archipelago, 
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| cost more than three times the value uf the ship’s purchase-moncy, and 


eight escudos if it should be more than double and should not amount to 
treble. 

Art. III. The tons of a cubic metre treated of in the preceding articles 
shall be what the ships measure in bulk, without any deduction of space 
or compartment below deck. But the duties on all instruments, ma- 
chinery, tools, and chattels referred to in notes 20 and 21 of the Customs’ 
Tariff in force in the Peninsula, are included in the dues thus fixed per ton. 

Art. IV. Every Spanish ship may be freely careened and surveyed in 
any foreign place. 

Art. V. Owners of Spanish ships may freely sell or hypothecate them 
to countrymen or Foreigners, to which end Art, 592 of the Commercial 
code is abrogated. 

Art. VI. Ships may be manned by the number uf men agreed upon by 
the owner and captain, in accordance with Art. 24 title 10 of the existing 
Registry laws, and with the 1° and 4° of the Royal decree of the 27th 
November, 1867. When the captain or owner cannot find a sufficient 
number of Spanish seamen in a Foreign port, the crew may be completed 
with Foreigners with consent of the Consul or of the naval authorities. 

Art. VII. Materials of all kinds imported for the construction, careen- 
ing or repair of iron or wooden ships, of whatever tonnage finished 
material necessary for their armament, and material introduced for the 
construction and repair of marine steam boilers, whatever be the system 
or forces of the said apparatus, will pay the dues fixed in the Customs’ 
Tariff ; but the dues will be returned to the constructors and manufac- 
turers, upon their petition, when the introduction and employment of the 
said material and effects, in the aforementioned constructions or repairs 
of ships, machines, or boilers, has been proved. 

Art. VIII. For the reimbursement of the dues the weight or volume of 
the materials or effects as noted in the tariff will be compared with the 
weight or volume shown by the made or completed work, so that the pro- 
portion of dues corresponding to the waste or dismantled parts, which re- 
sult from the construction or transformation thereof on their application 
to the works aforesaid, goes to the benefit of the revenue. 

Art. IX. Articles 887, 890, and 891 of the instructions of the Philip- 
pine Customs are abrogated.

PIRACY ON THE SARAWAK COAST. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 


It is now some years since a pirate has been heard of or seen in 
these seas ; in fact, not since the Sarawak steamer [ainbow de- 
stroyed the Sooloo fleet off Tanjong Kidorong. On the 21st April, 
however, an express boat arrived at Sarawak from Bintulu with 
the intelligence of a Lamur boat having attacked several trading 
boats, killing or capturing the crews, and plundering the boats, 
which, being unarmed, had fallen easy prey to the rutiians. This 
boat, it was said, being a very fast one, was in advance of her con- 
sorts, who, however, to the number of nine, were on their way down 
from Labuan, where they had been as traders, and having disposed 
of their cargoes, had then laid in stocks of arms and ammunition. 
On receipt of this news A. C. Crookshank, Esq., Administering Go- 
vernment of Sarawak, at once started off in pursuit with the gun- 


boat /eartsease, followed by the steamer Royalist, and as it was 


probable that the pirates would divide their forces, one half keep- 
Ing out to sea, the steamers did likewise, the Heartsease creeping in 
shore, while the Loyalist kept in deep water, eight or ten miles out, 
with orders to rendezvous at the Redjang next morning. Going out 
of the Moaratabas river theHeartseuse met and spoke H.M.’s gun- 
boat Starling, which proved to be from Labuan on the same errand, 
and about to run into Sarawak for coal. She got enough wood to 
carry her on to the Redjang, and on the Hoyalis¢ arriving there her 
fuel was transferred to the Starling, and she was sent back to Sa- 
rawak. The two gunboats then, finding no signs of the piratical 
fleet at the Redjang, proceeded towards Muka, but, owing to the 
dullness of the Sturliny, the Zleartsease reached that place eighteen 
hours before her, and hearing then that a pirate boat was on its 
way back north, pushed on at once for Bintulu, when they found 
that the Lamur had been seen passing the river, on which Mr. Sinclair, 
the Assistant Resident of Bintulu, manned and armed five boats, 
carrying 100 men, and with these he chased the pirate, oventually 
capturing him off Kidorong, the scene of the Aainbow’s gallant 
exploit. All the pirates on board, nine in number, were killed, 
two little boys were taken alive, and the captives released, except- 
ing one man accidentally killed, and a woman who, having been 
wounded during the chase, was put an end to by one of the 
pirates. The boat was full of valuable plunder and specie, but 
unfortunately the Bintulu people boarded her all at once and on 
the same side, so that she heeled over, filled, and sank, whereby 
the conquerors lost a most valuable prize, and one which they 
richly deserved. 

Hadit not been for Mr. Sinclair’s prompt and energetic action 
these rascals would have got clean off, as the Heartsease would 
have gone past Bintulu, and the Starling would certainly have not 
caught them ; she only steams about five and a-half knots, and 
those who known Lamurs need not be told that they pull easily 
quite as fast as that ; moreover, her Labuntn coal smoke felieys her 
long before she could sight a pirate craft, and these gentry, on 
catching sight of her smoke, creep in shore, and lay close in some 
creek or small river until she has passed ; in fact, they did so, ac- 
cording to the depositions of some of the captives. The Heartease 
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burns one sort of wood, which gives little or no smoke, and that 
white, so that end on the officers of the Starling did not recognise 
her as a steamer until she got quite close, while the Starling’s 
smoke was seen from the Heartseasetwo hours before she was spoken. 

As only one boat was seen, and the boy prisoners and captives 
agree in saying that she had no consort, it is probable that the 
report of there being ten boats was simply an exaggeration ; but 
it is said that on the day the Starling left Labuan two large Sooloo 
boats sailed thence with large stocks of lilas, muskets and am- 
munition bought there. These may possibly have gone towards 
the Natunas, as they have not been seen on this coast. 

It is astonishing the amount of mischief effected by this one 
boat ; she plundered ten boats, killed ten men, and captured 
eleven or twelve, the rest managing to escape on shore. It also 
shows how daring these men are, when one boat carrying eleven 
men braves the whole population of this coast. 

This boat came from Jawie Jawie, and, according to the two 
boys, all alone, with the understanding that if they got back safely 
they were to pilot a whole fleet which they say is being fitted out 
at Jawie Jawie, to consist of ten boats, with the brother of Datu 
Mout, who was killed in the fleet taken by the Rainbow, as com- 
mander ; the lads say the intention is to sail round Borneo, going 
eastward, first by Coti point. Both these gk agree in their state- 
ments, and no doubt some plan of the kind does exist ; they could 
hardly have invented such a tale. 

FOREIGN TRADE WITH SARAWAK. 

The trade of Sarawak with foreign countries has fluctuated a 
good deal during the Jast six years, but on the whole the returns 
present a satisfactory appearance, as will be seen by the folluwing 
comparative statement :—

The years 1664-65 were extraordinarily busy years, caused en- 
tirely by a sudden demand for gutta percha and india-rubber, two 
of the principal articles of export, and on the ceasing of inquiry 
for these articles the trade fell off during the two following years, 
but in 1868 showed symptoms of again improving, and the demand 
for gutta percha having this year again appeared a further increase 
in both imports and exports may be looked for. The extent of 
the trade, however, is only about one-half of what might be done 
were more attention directed to the country and more activity in- 
fused into the port by the introduction of capital and British en- 
terprise. The local trade is entirely in the hands of Chinese, 
and only one single European firm exists, while there is room 
both in Sarawak and at the rapidly improving outports on the 
Redjang, Muka, and Bintulu rivers for the successful establish- 
ment of mercantile houses. It is a great mistake to fancy 
that the trade of Sarawak is a monopoly ; it is, with the single 
exception of one mining monopoly, perfectly free ; the import 
duties are very light, and only Jevied on certain articles, such as 
wines, beer, spirits, and tobacco ; while the exports are free, except 
timber, which pays 1 dollar per ton, and raw sago, which pays 
60 cents per 100 passus, about 2} tons. The chief articles of import 
are cotton goods, iron and steel, brassware, tobacco, treasure, and 
opium, the last named article being, as usual, in the East, pro- 
hibited, except to the Government farmer. The exports consist 
of raw sago, sago flour, gutta-percha, india-rubber, rattans, canes, 
damar, and other fais, binds nest, beeswax, camphor, antimony 
ore, timber, gold dust and diamonds. A quicksilver mine dis- 
covered in 1867 has been opened by simple quarrying, and some 
samples of Cinnabar have shown 70 and 80 per cent. on analy sis. 
Coal has been found lately not far from Sarawak, but as yet no 
arrangements have been come to for working it. 

The outports are making very rapid progress ; the coasting trade 
during the past year amounted to 1,548,994 dols., and the Foreign 
trade to 194,159 dols. 

The total value of the trade of the territory of Sarawak, home 
and foreign, may be taken at 2,600,000 dols. for 1868, and will, in all 

robability, reach three millions of dollars this year, and this trade 
1s carried on by one European firm and a few Chinese! The whole 
territory is covered with immense forests, and the supplies of gutta 
percha, rattans, &c., may be said to be inexhaustible, while the 
valuable timber would keep half-a-dozen steam sawmills going to 
very profitable tunes. Sarawak is very rich in minerals. but capital 
would be required to work them ; and careful surveys by experi- 
enced mining engineers would have to be made in the first in- 
Pasties as most of the really valuable mines lie hidden in the dense 
orests.

Samarana, May 22. 
The damage occasioned by the breaking down, some time since, 
of the dam of the railway at Kedoeng Djatti having been com- 
pletely repaired, the line will be opened for traffic in July as far 
as Solo, a distance of 109 kilos. from Samarang, ‘The line at 
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present is only running as far as Kedoeng Djatti, a distance 
of thirty-five kilos. The traffic at the present time is about 
3,500 per month for natives, 3rd class, and about 400 Europeans 
in lst and 2nd class. Thisreturn is for the past two months, and 
represents the traffic out of season; when the crops of coffee, 
sugar and indigo come in the traffic will probably be more than 
doubled. The carriage of a portion of this season’s produce has 
been undertaken by the railway company, and will prove a large 
source of profit, or rather of saving, to the planters. At present » 
large quantity of the produce goes by a circuitous river route to 
Sourabaya, occupying weeks in the journey, as the tea does in 
many parts of China. When will the sound of the railway 
whistle be heard in that country? The receipts of the com- 
any up to the present time have been trifling, but will largely 
increase when the goods traffic comes into operation. A line 
is in course of construction, and is expected to be completed 
in 1870, from Kedoeng Djatti, by Temporan, to Ambarrawte. 
Another is also commenced, which may be completed in a couple 
of years, from Solo to Djokjakasta, where there are many fac- 
tories. The same company has in hand the line from Batavia to 
Buitenzorg ; but this is without a guarantee from Government,* 
while the lines have a subsidy of 44 per cent. per annum on the 
authorised capital, seventy million guilders. The difficulties ex- 
perienced in laying the line have been considerable, owing to 
mountain torrents and floods. The company would have saved a 
large sum and much time had they contracted with a firm of ex- 
rience in constructing Indian railways. The cost of these Java 
ines is enormous. 

The Samarang merchants being dissatisfied with the cargo 
boats running here have subscribed a capital of 300,000 guildera, 
for the purpose of forming a cargo boat company and building 
more suitable boats. The directors are Mr. McLachlan, of the 
firm of Messrs. McNeill and Co., the agent of the Trading Com- 

any; Mr. Erdman, of Gelherman and Co.; and Mr. Jacob, of 

oorman and Co. 

The construction of the new canal in connection with the rail- 
way is now nearly completed, and it is expected will be opened 
next October. The entrance to the caual is decidedly too narrow. 
The canal was much wanted, and nothing but the long suffering 
endurance of the Dutch could have put up with the miserabl 
small and filthy stream which now exists. It is generally block 
up with boats, and the landing-place and road to the town for 
passengers is a disgrace to a civilised Government; but this 
condition of affairs is no exception to the general run of the 
town, which isin a most deplorably uncared-for condition, entirel: 
without drains, unless dirty open ditches can be so termed. Su 
is the condition of Samarang in 1869—utterly disgusting, cholera 
and fever stricken by the marshes, and filth on all sides. The in- 
habitants should combine (they include many wealthy merchants 
and planters), and have the town drained, roaded, and lighted 
by Government,by a Municipal Council, or by some other agency, 
but they certainly should not dwell in such dirt and discomfort, 
whilst at the same time they are rolling in wealth. 

An extra steamer leaves here on the 26th for Batavia, to carry 
passengers to the Festival. The enthusiasm here with regard to 
this event is conspicuous by its absence, and the subscriptions col- 
lected by the committee of management amount to a few pounds 
only, and at Sourabaya the same. ‘The truth is, that the Dutch 
and other nationalities in Java are almost to a man disgusted with 
the Government of Holland, whose system is simply that of using 
Java as a lemon, to be squeezed as required. It is really lament- 
able to witness the want of development of a country and soil 
second to none in the East. Java requires a Governor-General 
aud a Council to legislate on the spot, and take the responsibility 
of acting according to the actual requirements of the place, and 
not merely follow blindly the suicidal orders which come from the 
Home Government. A Governor-General who would resign rather 
than act against his conscience for the well-being of the country 
would be a martyr that the inhabitants of Java would kar cr 
over without subscantial support for his self-sacrifice in their behalf. 
Your readers must understand that the voices raised here against 
the policy of the Government are not simply those of a few 
English or other Foreigners, but proceed from the Dutch them- 
selves in every part of the island. They fecl daily that they 
suffer from the want of development of the land and general re- 
sources of the country. The tracts of land unimproved are im- 
mense, and the Government will neither sell nor improve it. The 
estates which are leased out are only for ten years, and as the oc- 
cupier has to run the risk of getting a renewal, what outlay will 
he make on such a holding? The Dutch Government are owners 
of the land, and they should realise on it, and give up bein 
themselves merchants, It must come to this. Give up for 
labour, and people will ccase to talk about a rising, as they now 
coutinually do. 

Samarang, like Batavia, and other pores of Java, has its Chinese 
population, who turn their trading abilities to good account, and 
arrive at considerable wealth and position. Of course some re- 
main purely as labourers and itinerant vendors of “chow chow ” 
stuff and “nicnacs.” Some of them carry in baskets all descrip- 
tions of European sundrics for ladies, including cotton, pins, tape, 
&c. The number at Samarang, ani on plantations in the in-

terior, is computed at 50,000, Thore are, also, a large number of 
Arabs and Jews, who likewise become wealthy as traders. 

Steam tugs for the straits and coasts of Java are much needed, 
and there would be no obstaclo offered to any nationality under- 
taking this enterprise. Vessels are often weeks knocking about 
in calms and currents, merely for the want of a few hours’ steam. 
The ship Athol, from London, is now over five months out, and is 

robably beating about not a hundred miles distant. In the 
Btraits of Sunda alone there is employment for a couple of tugs. 
The vessels to and from China would certainly be good customers. 

Samarang is still without a harbour, and in the west monsoon 
communication with the shore is often impossible for days; even 
steamers have to take their cargo and passengers on to Batavia or 
Sourabaya. There is nothing but the open roadstead, notwith- 
standing that Samarang is an important loading port for produce 
for Europe, &c. The lights along the coasts are also very defi- 
cient, and it is only recently that a light has been completed on 
the North Watcher. This is to be opened next month. 

The troops in Java are composed chiefly of natives; out of the 
total of 25,000 or 30,000, less than a third are European ; these 
Europeans are very well dispersed throughout the regiments ; the 
Dutch not having committed a similar mistake to that made in 
Bengal. There is this to be said, however, that English troops 
will not amalgamate with natives. Your English soldier is of 
higher metal than the Swiss, German, Dutch, and Italians com- 
posing the recruits from Holland, who come out on six year’s 
service. Not twenty per cent. of them find their way back to 
Europe ; what with the climate’and expeditions to Borneo, &c., 
about seventy per cent. die, while many marry native women, and 
get some employment. The Government allow these soldiers to 
take up with native women, and even pay their passages, when 
they are transferred from place to place in Java. This is done to 
avoid disease ; but here again the character and discipline of the 
British army in India would not permit of this custom being fol- 
lowed. 

The action which was brought against the old Steam Compan 
by Mr. Versteeg, of Sourabaya, for missing the connection wit 
the French mail at Singapore, has just been decided in his favour, 
and damages will be assessed accordingly.

Batavia, May 14, 1869. 

The three last days of May are to be kept as holidays, in com- 
memoration of the two hundred and fiftieth anniversary of the 
foundation of Batavia, by Governor-General Jan Pieterzoon Koen 
(1619). On the 29th the first stone will be laid by his Excellency 
the present Governor-General, P. Myer, for a monument to the 
founder of Batavia. In the evening there will be a grand concert 
in the Opera-house. On the 30th a flower show will be held in 
the Botanical and Zoological Gardens, where there will be a 
grand illumination and fireworks in the evening. On the 31st, 
distribution of prizes for the flower show in the above-named 
gardens ; and in the evening the festivitics will finish off with a 

nd fancy dress ball at the Civil Club. When we consider the 
in th of time the Dutch have held Netherlands India, and the 
little they have done for it during an almost uninterrupted pos- 
session of two and a-half centuries, we cannot refrain from asking 
what there is that justifies the jubilee they intend giving ; what 
there is to be proud of in their past acts towards either their 
own countrymen or their native subjects. When we think 
that until very recently all was darkness and oppression, 
actuated by a sordid love of gain, unmindful of the wounds it 
caused, and that even at the present moment three fourths 
of her subjects are as benighted as they were when Holland first 
conquered them, is it a wonder that in those sordid souls there 
should arise in the midst of intended rejoicings a “a conscience 
which doth make cowards of us all,” fearful of a coming retribu- 
tion, which is only in their imagination? We allude to the gene- 
ral fear existing amongst our European community of a rising 
of the natives during the festivals, and caused by an insignificant 
outbreak at Becassie, a district about twenty-two miles from the 
capital, on the 3rd April last, by a band of vagabonds, who ma- 
naged to murder the Assistant-Resident of the district, a schout or 
police officer, a native doctor, and a couple of native policemen, 
who had gone to meet them on their way to an estate belonging 
to a Chinaman who had turned Mahomedan, and who had been 
in the habit of screwing it out of his tenants. He, however, es- 
caped. If we are to believe the reports about town, plots against 
the Dutch rule, having branches all over the island, have been 
discovered, but fears ate entertained that, though these have 
been discovered, they are not yet totally frustrated. The 
approaching storm is the topic of the day, and though some 
pretend to laugh at the fears of their friends, there is an 
evident uneasiness in their own minds, however much they 
may wish to conceal it; in fact, the uneasiness is general, 
and it is supposed that the jubilee will be, if not a total 
at least a partial failure. That there is discontent amongst the 
natives there is no doubt; but that they intend to rise I very 
much doubt. Indeed, I do not give them credit for sufficient 
courage to attempt it, notwithstanding the fact that we have lost 
all prestige here. But discontent is not rife amongst the natives 
only. Our European population is also unsatisfied with the way 
in which legislation is being carried on in the “ Vaderland.” The 
army is grumbling, and has held meetings to demand amelioration 
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of its present condition. The selfish policy of the Home Govern- 
ment hegrudges even the common necessaries of an Indian life to 
the handful of faithful soldiers who keep their possessions of 
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eighteen million souls in subjection for them. Such conduct to- 


wards and treatment of their brave little band can scarcely prove 
amoris stimuli.

hundred coolies, which had been deserted in the Straits of 
Sunda by the European mates and crew landed here last month, 


has been picked up at sea by a Dutch man-of-war sent after her, 
and taken into Padang, on the west coast of Sumatra. The captain, 


whom the crewreported had been left on board bound hand and foot 


by the coolies, but who the latter swear jumped overboard when the 


crew left the ship, is missing. The chief mate, of whom the ship’s 
log gives a very bad report, has been sent home overland. The 
crew have been taken to Padang by the French Consul to be con- 
fronted with the coolies, and an officer of the French mail boat 
has proceeded to that port to take the ship on to her destination. 
The affairs of the Tramway Company are improving. Shares 
which a fow months ago were being thrown away for a mere song, 
have gone up, and are to-day quoted at sixty premium. It is 
really delightful to see what a general use is made of this mode 
of locomotion, both by the Europeans and natives. The latter 
seem to have cast away all old prejudices, and mix with their 
wives in the same carriages with Europeans. Your readers will 
be surprised to learn that 250 years have not been sufficient time 
to give us proper means of conveyance, and that at the present 
moment we have but an embryo railway of about twenty miles at 
Samarang. Had we been in the hands of any other nation Java 
would have been intersected by railways twenty years ago. Her 
produce could amply pay the expense of laying them down ; but 
we are Dutch, and would be traitors to our proverbial slowness 
were we to hurry on like other folks. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 


—_—~— 
SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from Singapore to the 29th 
May. The outward P. and O. mail of April 23 was delivered there 
on the 26th May (two days early.) The latest London telegrams 
extended to May 15. We select the following items of news from 
the Straits Tins :— 


It is very probable that his Excellency the Governor will pro- 
ceed to Java in a week or two, on a visit to the Netherlands 
Authorities there, which, rumour says, has something to do with 
a revision, or at least interpretation of the treaty of Holland of 
1824, The Governor, who is believed to have warrant from the 
Foreign Office for his intended voyage, keeps his own counsel ; 
and it is uncertain when, or how, he may decide to go. A strong 
opinion has been expressed, that if the visit be undertaken in 
Imperial interest the cost should not fall upon the Colony ; but 
yet, if the object be to rectify such a treaty as that under which 
the Dutch are forcing their way on the north east of Sumatra, it 
is impossible to deny that the benefits will accrue to the Penang 
division of the Colony. . 

The Penang Gazette seems to be authoritatively informed re- 
specting his Excellency’s approaching visit to Java; it has the 
following paragraph on the subject :—“ The Governor will proceed 
to Batavia early in June to meet the Governor-General of Nether- 
lands India. We understand that the Foreign Office, for which 
Sir Harry Ord ably and satisfactorily conducted a negotiation 
with the Dutch Government some years ago at the Ilague, has 
entrusted him with the duty of discussing with the Government 
of Netherlands India the objections that have been taken to tho 
acquisitions of territory which that Government has for many 
years been making on the east coast of Sumatra. Sir Harry 
Ord’s efforts will doubtless be principally directed to obtaining an 
effective guarantee that our trade with the Pepper ports will not, 
at any future time, suffer from heavy duties or monopolies. If he 
succeeds in this, there can be no question that it will be for our 
interest, as it clearly will be for that of the Malay and Batta natives, 
that all the countries on the east coast should exchange their 
present scmi-piratical, slave-dealing and sharp-trading rulers for a 
strong European Government.” 

It is rumoured, but we cannot say with what degree of truth, 
that a new Red Flag Secret Society has lately been organised by 
the Kling boatmen residing in the district of Teluk Ayer. Should 
this rumour have any foundation we trust that the police authori- 
ties will keep a watch on them. 

We learn from the Penang papers, “ That five thousand acres 
of land at the Dindings have been applied for by Penang people, 
chiefly Chinese, in the expectation tat it is to come under our 
Government. This is nearly the area of Pulo Pankor, and shows 
that if a large province, extending back towards the Perak river, 
and northward towards the Krian were occupied, its progress 
under a liberal administration would be rapid. The island and 
the tract of hillocks and creeks on the right bank of the river, de- 
void of streams of fresh water, are not worth having, and would, 
under the colonial system of Government, be a burden on the 
finances of these Settlements.” 
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The same papers also state that “the Dili tobacco exported 
from Penang has, it seems, received a high character from the 
Bremen merchants. It has a fine and silky texture, and is used 
in the outer envelopes of cigars made of common tobacco, and 
hence'the high price, sixty dollars per picul, that has been obtained. 
The tobacco which is grown in small patches in Province Wel- 
lesley produces, when manufactured, a capital article; but the 
plant requires a good soil, and plenty of manure. Some of the 
virgin soils of the Dindings will probably yield two or three crops 
of tobacco without manure, and if prices are encouraging the cul- 
tivation may be tried upon them. Tobacco seems to be one of the 
most exhausting crops grown, and only one is taken from the rich 
lands of Dili. A rich soil and successive long fallows seem to be 
required for the cultivation of this plant, which is such a luxury 
of civilised as well as of savage life.’ 

The following, on the movements of Governor Ord, is from the 
Straits Observer :— 

The Government steamers continue their active service. Last 
week the Peiho was used to convey his Excellency the Governor, 
his friends, dogs, &e., to Johore, that they might enjoy a day’s 
shooting, the party returning, we believe, the following day. We 
have been unable to learn the amount of game bagged on this ex- 
cursion, but it can scarcely be sufficient to excuse the amount ex- 
pended in coals, dsc. 

Whether his Excellency and the officials who accompanied him 
took advantage of the opportunity to transact some important 
public business, or whether, in addition to providing free passages 
for them, their travelling allowances will have to be defrayed out 
of the colonial exchequer, has not yet transpired. The party 
could have gone overland in carriages, on a good rond, to Sungie 
Krangie, and thence across the water in some of the man ferry- 
boats plying there ; but as this would involve personal outlay, tho 
trip may be set down as another of the wanton extravagancies of 
which we so loudly complain. 

We learn also that the Peiho is to go to Java very shortly, to 
convey the Governor on official business. What the nature of this 
business is is at present a State secret ; but as the Governor has 
no independent power to make treaties with the native States, it 
is barely possible that some petty excuse has been invented, in 
order to saddle upon the colony the expense of all the Governor's 
holiday-making. The cost of maintaining the Peiho, as she is at 
present used, is quite enough for the Colonial treasury to bear ; 
and we can only trust to the good sense of Earl Granville to save 
us the continued heavy burden of supporting a vessel nearly double 
her size, for the especial accommodation of the Governor and his 
personal friends. ;

enness, 17 were “ Desertion,” 2 were ‘ Forgery” (of which one wa

Thus 135 may fairly represent the number of more or less 
serious crimes committed by Foreigners during the twelve months 
indicated. Of these the worst were three cases of “Cutting and 
Wounding,” and 61 cases of ‘‘ Assault.” But 185 bears to 4,699 the 
proportion of 2.9 to 100, or exactly one-tenth of the Hong Kong per- 
centage of convictions to the number of residents. 

It is obvious from the above figures that s much smaller police force 
is required to keep order in Shanghai than is required for a like pur- 
pose in Hong Kong, although Foreigners here are mote numerous by 
1,187 than in Hong Kong. It will farther appear that, in spite of this, 
order is much more effectually maintained here than it is there, 
although Hong Kong isa colony under a well organised Government, 
regulated by English law, while in Shanghai we have to deal with the 
Conrte of no less than twelve different Foreign Governments, 

The deduction from my argument is, I trust, obvious—that in com. 
parison with Hong Kong alone Shanghai cannot justly be denominated 
a sink of iniquity exceeding in its immorality all other ports of Kurope,

THE MODEL SETTLEMENT. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Siz,—I observe by your report of the debate in the House of Lords, 
on the 9th March, 1869, regarding the Yangchow difficulty, that his 
Grace the Duke of Somerset made the following statement :— 

“* Naval and civil officers who are acquainted with all the chief porta 
in Europe, America, and Asia, inform me that though seaport towns 
are not very moral places, there is no such sink of iniquity as Shanghai.” 

It is much to be regretted that his Grace did not, before expresaing 
such an opinion, endeavour to ascertain whether the statements of his 
informants had any foundation in fact. The entire Foreign community 
at Shanghai, consisting chiefly of English and Americans, has felt 
deeply hurt and aggrieved by this sweeping assertion made by a lead- 
ing member of the highest and most respected legislative body in 
England. 

Before attempting to controvert his Grace’s position, allow me 
to make the following quotation with reference to it from a judg- 
ment delivered on the 8th inst. by Sir Edmund Hornby, Chief Judge 
of Her Majesty's Supreme Court for China and Japan :— 

“ Notwithstanding the animadversions which have so recently been 
cast on this settlement, I do not hesitate to expreas my conviction that 
there is no better governed community in the world, or one which has 
g0 thoroughly understood the object which self-government has in 
view, or one in which greater personal sacrifices have been voluntarily 
made for the general good; and all this in the face of difficulties which 
have not been created by the community itself, but which have 
arisen rather from the inability of the different Governments 
from which the different sections of the community depend, to 
devise a scheme which would recommend itself alike cqually to 
all, and to which the force and authority of law can be given. The 
very essence of the Government of this community is a voluntary 
adherence of each member to it without too curious ‘an inquiry into 
the means at hand to compel such adherence. The community has 
voluntarily taxed itself in no insigniticant amount to produce results 
which in every other country are enforced by the strong hand of the 
law, and to ita credit be it said, in the Foreign settlement of Sanghai, 
there is a greater respect for order, and far less crime or vice than 
exist in other places, and in spite of the climate there are very few 
towns where so much golicitude is shown for the health of the inhabi- 
tants. I think it but right and fairin me to take this public oppor- 
tunity of acknowledging the assistance which every member of this 
Cosmopolite community has given to the voluntary maintenance of 
order and respectability, and I trast the willing testimony I now bear 
Will be allowed to have its due weight.”” 

This is the‘opinion of the Chief Judge, based upon an experience of four 
years in Shanghai, as opposed to the opinion of the Duke of Somerset, 
based upon no experience at all, and it may, therefore, be accepted as 
at least of equal authority with the latter. 

Perhaps, however, the most satisfactory argument is ‘to be derived 
from official statistics, and I will therefore with your permission com- 
pare the police statistics of Shanghai with those of Hong Kong. I 
take Hong Kong alone, partly because its official returns are readily 
accessible, partly because it is situated in circumstances somewhat 
similar to those prevailing at Shanghai, but especially because, from 
the sweeping nature of the Duke of Somerset's remarks, one well 
authenticated fact in opposition to them is as good aa a hundred. 

From the official report of 1868, published by the Captain Superin- 
tendent of Police at Hong Kong in the Hong Kong Government 
Gazette of the 17th April, 1869, it appears that the total strength of 
the police force in that colony was 633, viz., 118 Europeans, 328 
coloured, and 192 Chinese. In Shanghai, for the same period, the police 
force numbered 105, viz., 39 Europeans and 66 Chinese. In both 
places the Chinese element in the police force is usefal only against 
crime committed by Chinese, and, therefore, so far as the prevention 
of crime by Europeans is concerned, Hong Kong maintains 441 police 
against 389 in Shanghai. By the census taken in Hong Kong on the 
8ist December, 1867, published in the Hong Kong Government 
Gazette of 14th March, 1868, it appears that on that day the number of 
Foreigners of all nationalities resident in the colony was 8,551. Hence 
assuming, which may fairly be done, that the number of Foreigners 
leaving Hong Kong in 1868, about balanced the number arriving, it 
will appear that the police were in the Proportion of about one to 
seven Foreign Residents. 

In Shanghai the number of Foreigners at present is, exclusive of 
police, 4,699. Hence the Foreign police force is to the Foreign resi. 
dents in the proportion of one to one hundred and twenty. 

As to crimes :—In Hong Kong during 1868 there were 1,083 con- 
victions of Foreigners under the heads of “ Murder,” “ Manslaughter,” 
“Robbery with Violence,” « Burglary,” ‘ Assault,” “ Larcency,” 
“ Kidnapping,” “ Unlawful Possession,” and ‘‘ Piracy.” This is 
percentage on the whole number of Foreign residents of twenty-nine 
convictions for serious offences. In Shanghai for the period of twelve 
months, from April, 1868, to March, 1869, the number of Foreigners

COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH.—Jone 29. 
WEHNER V. THE CHARTERED BANK OF INDIA, AUSTRALIA, AND CHINA. 

This was an action on four bills of exchange, drawn by Nathoo Pus- 
soo on the defendants, payable to the order of Sleeman and Co., and 
endorsed by the latter to the plaintiff, and the bills were accepted by 
the defendants under a letter of credit conditionally on certain shipping 
Goouueats being handed to them. There was a piea of fraud upon the 
record. 

Sir J. Karslake, Mr. Mellish, and Mr. Cohen were for the plaintiff; 
Mr. Hawkins, Mr. J. Brown, and Mr. F. White were for the defen- 
dants. Sir J. Karslake was opening the case for the plaintiff, when 

Mr. Hawkins intervened, and said he did not impute moral fraud, 
but that the plea of fraud was the technical way of raising the defence 
that agents at Bombay knew to be untrue what principals in London 
stated to be the fact, and proposed to withdraw the plea of fraud if the 
pisntifts counsel would allow a plea which the defendants’ counsel 

ad ready, stating the actual facts. ° 

The Lord Chief Justice asked the learned counsel if it was not one of 
the chief questions between the parties whether invoices were shipping 
documents within the meaning of the letter of credit. 

This appeared to be the cage, and there being now no suggestions of 
fraud, there was no question left for the jury, and it wag agreed to state 
a special case for the opinion of the Court, with liberty for the plaintiff 
to amend the pleadings if the Court should think fit 


ADMIRALTY COURT.—Jonx 30, 
THE ROYAL STANDARD. —CLAIM FOR SALVAGE SERVICES. 

These were two auits against a large vessel called the Royal Standard, 
from Colombo for London, with a cargo worth £105,000, which, with 
the value of the ship and the freight, amounted to about £200,000, 
When off Dover she took a pilot on board, and on her way to Graves- 
end encountered a tempest, lost her anchors, and was assisted by the 
Albion and threc luggers. The question was the amount to be awarded. 
Mr. Butt, Q.C., and Mr. Clarkson were for the Albion, as plaintiffs ; 
the Admiralty Advocate (Dr. Deanc, Q.C.) and Mr. Wood Hill ap- 
peared for other parties; Mr. Lodge was for the owners of the cargo. 

After a long consultation, the parties agreed to a decree by which 
the owners of the ship would pay the three luggers £200 and the 
Albion £100. The owners of the cargo would pay the luggers £600 
and the Albion £300, and costs to follow. 

His lordship said, seeing the value of the property, the arrangement 
was 8 proper one. Decree accordingly.

Jupio1aL Commirrer of THE Parvy Couxom.—Tae “Macorm Las 
t1z.”— This was an appeal from the High Court of Admiralty, in » 
cause of distribution of salvage. On the 9th of October, 1867, the 
barque Fusi Yama, witha master and seventcen hands, fell in near 
Gaspar Island, in the East Indics, with the ship Afaggie Leslie, dere- 
lict and in a very disabled state. The value of the Fusi Yama and 
her cargo was about £70,000. The chief mate and four of the crew of 
the Fusi Yama volunteered to take the derelict into Batavia, which, 
after undergoing much personal hardship and being exposed to con- 
siderable perils, they accomplished on the 2lat day of October, the 
Fusi Yama keeping them company for the first five days. The amount 
to be distributed was £8,250, which the Court below apportioned as 
follows:—To the owners of the Fusi Yama, £1,400; to her master, 
£900; to the twelve men who remained on board the Fusi Yama, 
£1,900 ; to the mate who took charge of the derelict, £1,000; and to 
four men who accompanied him, £3,050. Mr. Field, Q.C., and Mr. E. 
C. Clarkson appeared for the appellants ; and Dr. Deane, Q.C., Mr. Batt, 
Q.C., Mr. Lushington, Q.C., Dr. Tristram, and Mr. Pritchard for the 
other parties —Judgment in the case was delivered on the 18th 
ult. by Lord Romilly. The distribution of salvaze was a mitter of 
diecretion, and although their lordships conld have made a different 
apportionment, giving more to the ownera and others, yct they did 
not feel called upon to reverse the judginent given by the Court below. 
The judgment waa affirmed, and one set of costs to be allowed out of 
the fund awarded by the Court of Admiralty.

SUEZ CANAL, AND DIRECT LINE OF RAILWAY 
FROM LONDON. 

Tae Suez Canal Company, in answer to rumours afloat of 
an intended Joan, announce that the only financial operation 
it is about to propose to its shareholders at the meeting ap- 
pointed for the 2nd of August is the realisation of the thirty 
millions of francs due to the company by the Viceroy of 
Egypt ; and, as regards the doubts expressed about the open- 
ing of the Canal, the direction adds that the contracts with 
MM. Boren and Lavatuey, and the progress made with the 
works, assure the completion, during the month of October, 
of the Canal, to the width of 100 métres (325 feet) over the 
greater portion of the line, of sixty métres for the remainder 
of the distance, and to a depth of eight métres (twenty-six 
feet) throughout. A letter has been published from M. 
Lanag, the London agent of the company, which confirms 
the statement in our last issue as to the postponement of the 
opening. 

It is said that a palace is being built at Ismaila for the re- 
ception of the Empress. There were twenty applicants for 
the contract, and the estimates amount to £28,000, and the 
work is to be finished by the’ 1st of October, the contractor 
to forfeit £12 per day in case of delay, and to receive a bonus 
of the same amount if the palace is finished before the spe- 
cified time. The building is to be two hundred feet long 
and one hundred and thirty feet in depth, and the masonry 
amounts to 5,800 cubic metres. The centre of the palace 
is to be occupied by a magnificent court surrounded by 
arcades, decorated with great magnificence, and surmounted 
by a dome fitted with jalousies, by means of which the ad- 
mission of air and light may be modified at will. Truly the 
preparations of the Viczroy are on an Imperial scale. 

The Municipal Council of Dijon has opened a preliminary 
inquiry respecting a direct line from London to the Mediter- 
ranean. The proposition is to construct a new line from 
Amiens to Dijon, leaving Paris far to the west, and achievin 
a saving of more than forty-six miles as compared with the 
present route by the Northern and Lyons and Mediterranean 
railways, and making one continuous journey without a 
break. There is no doubt that such an arrangement would 
be very welcome to travellers generally between the north of 
Europe, India, and China, although the through journey 
would be a long one. For Dijon the advantages would be 
incontestable ; the old capital of the Dukes of Buraunpy 
would become the grand starting point for Italy by Mont 
Cenis, and for Switzerland by the Simplon ; but what will 
the Government and the Great Northern of France say to the 
matter? However, weare not likely to wait long for informa- 
tion on that head. Time presses, and the Dijon authorities 
will doubtless soon sound those of Paris on the subject. 

There is probably no ground whatever for the statement 
first made in the organ of the Turkish Government at Con- 
stantinople, that the Viceroy of Eayrr has attempted any 
negotiations with the Courts he has visited with the view of 
securing the neutrality of the Suez Canal. His Highness 
would naturally avoid raising a question which must be set- 
tled by the Great Powers, with the concurrence of Egypt, 
when the Canal is actually completed. The question of 
the neutralisation of the Canal, like that of the indepen- 
dence of Egypt, is one which Isamu, Paswa and his Ministers, 
if they are wise, would be the last persons in the world to 
agitate. 
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Av arecent meeting of the Straits Settlements Associa- 
tion, Mr. Horsman, M.P. (the President) in the chair, it was 
resolved to invite some of those members of Parliament who 
are more especially interested in Straits affairs to become 
Vice-Presidents of the Association, the following being, we 
believe, among those indicated:—Sir James ELPHINsToNE, 
Mr. J. D. Nicon, Mr. Jacos Briaut, Mr. H. A. MitoHELL, and 
Mr. R. N. Fowner. We understand that it is also contem- 

lated to invite a conference of all gentlemen interested in 
our Asiatic Colonies (namely, Hong Kong, Ceylon, and the 
Straits), with the view of discussing the programme of action 
adopted by the Association, and taking measures for pro- 
curing a stronger and more general expression of opinion 
on the subject. Preparations are also being made for another 
interview with Lord GRANVILLE. 





Tag discussion on our relations with China, which was ex- 
pected to come off on the 29th, did not take place after all ; 
Colonel Sykes either withdrew or postponed his notice of 
motion, and the subject was not even mentioned. On the 
previous evening, however, the Coronet asked a question 
relative to the Franco-Chinese complication at Peking, and 
received from the UnpER-SEcRETARY for ForEIGN AFFAIRS & 
reply to the effect that Her Masgsty’s Government had re- 
ceived no official information of the affair, and that the pub- 
lished accounts of it were greatly exaggerated. 





Tu substance of our last telegram from China, that in ad- 
vance of the mail leaving Hong Kong on the 9th ult., would 
be satisfactory if it were credible. But we are quite prepared 
to find the Imperial victory, and slaughter of 20,000 rebels, 
converted into a defeat with heavy logs, when full particulars 
come to hand. The portion of it relating to Japan is more 
likely to prove correct. It will be marvellous indeed, if such 
a total revolution in the system of government, and in the 
relations between the Daimios and their Sovereign as are now 
in progress, can be carried through to a satisfactory termi- 
nation without any disturbance of the peace of the country ; 
and we have already had bitter experience of the fact that all 
intestine commotions there are fraught with danger to Foreign 
residents. It is to be hoped that for some time to come, both 
our land and sea forces in Japan will be kept up toa sufficient 
strength to convince the anti-Foreign party that any aggres- 
sive movement on their part will be promptly punished. 








THE SILK MARKETS IN FRANCE. 
(FROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT.) 

‘The Silk markets have undergone great changes during the last 
mhonth. During the third week of May the Lyons officials passed 
185,440 kilogrammes, and the market exhibited unusual animation, 
At Marseilles, at the same period, the market was active, and prices 
firm; 500 kilogrammes of Japanese fetched 26 francs. On the follow- 
ing week only 63,246 kilogrammes were registered at Lyons, without 
any change in quotations, the best qualities being rare, and inferior 
sorts quite neglected. The week after the quantity passed at Lyons 
fell to 45,118 kilogrammes, and the market was very flat. At Mar. 
geilles the case was much the same; there was a slight reduction in 
prices asked for silk and cocoons of first quality, while ordinary and 
inferior samples found no buyers even at diminished rates. Last week 
only $8,911 kilogrammes were registered at Lyons, and the market was 
in the dullest possible condition, every one watching the results of the 
new crop. 

On this last head we have now some definite news. In the Drome 
the price of cocoons has fallen considerably, and they now fetch only 
2f. 26c. ; the crop is abundant, but the reaults are mediocre; the pro- 
portion of spotted cocoons, which are utterly worthless, is very large. 
At Tournon the case is the same, best yellow cocoons fetching as low 
as 5f. and inferior ones from 2f. to 3f. ; green, 7f. to 8f.50c. At Drag- 
nignan yellow cocoons of the district sold for 6f., and Japanese annual 
at 4f. the kilogramme. At Vidauban yellow cocoons fetched 8f., and 
Japanese 6f. to 6f. 50c. 

Accounts from Mines state that the crop of cocoons in the Gard is 
excellent; Japanese fetched, ten days since, 7f. to 7f. 50c., but the 
large supply has brought them down to 5f. 25c. 

From Alais we have brilliant accounts of the crop; the Japanese 
eggs have succeeded almost in all cases, with the exception of some 
cards bearing the date of July. The worms have been so numerous 
that breeders who had sold their leaves at 12f. the two cwta, were com- 
pelled to purchase afterwards at 30f. 

The number of eggs imported has been so great that cards were to be 
had at fivepence each, and the consequence was a superabundance of 
worms and an immense yield of cocoons. Such a crop has not been 
known since 1847. It must be noted, however, that while the Japanese 
seed has succeeded marvellously, the eggs of the same stocks repro- 
duced in France have proved a total failure. 

The accounta from Italy are much the same as those here in France. 
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THE SITUATION IN JAPAN. 

A correspondent of the Allgemeine’ Zeitung at Nagasaki gives some 
curious information as to the present atate of affairs in Japan, of which 
the Pall Mall Gazette gives an outline. He says that, although the 
principal daimios have all agreed to abdicate their power in favour 
of the Mikado, their acta are not in accordance with their professions, 
and it is probable that before long Japan will again be plunged into a 
civil war as disastrous as that which has just terminated. Many of the 
daimios, and Satsuma in particular, are deeply involved in debt, not- 
withstanding which they continually buy arms and ships in large 
quantites. The real reason of the submission of the daimios was that 
the princes of the south, who led the rebellion against the Tycoon, and 
eventually conquered him, were unable to agree as to the division of the 
spoil, and consequently made over the Tycoon’s revenues to the 
Mikado. Most of these revenues proceed from confiscated property in 
the north of the island, where many of the daimios are secret adherents 
of the Tycoon ; and the southern princes knew that if they divided 
this property among themselves they would not be able to defend it 
against their enemies. Ag it is, the Mikado is totally dependent on 
the southern daimios, who furnish him with the funds necessary to carry 
on the government, and any disputes among them are just as likely 
to produce a civil war as before, Under the new system the Tycoon, 
_ or temporal sovereign, is to be abolished, and a confederation not un- 

like that which formerly prevailed in Germany to be created, with the 
Mikado, or spiritual sovereign, at its head. This arrangement, 
though it promises little for the maintenance of order, has at least one 
advantage for European merchants in Japan. Instead of the two sove- 
reigns, with powers and responsibilities so vague that no European 
could understand which of them was really responsible for the due ex- 
ecution of tre aties and the conduct of officials, there will now be asingle 
government with a tangible head. Europeans may now expect some 
reform in the system of currency, which has brought on them so 
many severe losses. Under the treaties of 1866 the silver coin (500) 
was to be 184 grains in weight, nine-tenths of which were to consist 
of pure silver ; but the quantity of silver in the coins actually in circu- 
lation has always been much less. The reason of this is that hitherto 
there has been no Government mint, the money having been coined 
under the direction of individual daimios, who of course do not con- 
sider themselves bound by treaties. 








THE NEW COLONIAL ORDER. 

We have already explained the change recently made in the Order 
of St. Michael and St. George. In its reorganised form, this Order, 
which was originally available only for services in connection with the 
Mediterranean possessions of Great Britain, becomes available as a 
reward for distinguished services in any of our colonies ; and the first 
batch of appointments to it under these new regulations has just been 
gazetted. 

The chief appointments in connection with our Asiatic Colonies are, 
Sir Hercules Robinson, lately Governor of Hong Kong, and at present 
Governor of Ceylon, to be a member of the Second Class, or Knight 
Commander; William C. Gibson, Esq., late Colonial Secretary of Cey- 
lon, and Thomas Skinner, Esq., late Commissioner of Roads, &c., in 
Ceylon, to the third class, or Companions of the Order. 

The first class, or Grand Cross of the Order, is conferred on Lord 
Monck, late Governor-General of Canada, and on the following noble 
Lords who have held the office of Colonial Secretary :—Earls Derby, 
Grey, and Russell. The second class is conferred on the following 
gentlemen, who have held office in the Colonial Department at home :— 
Mr. Adderley, Mr. Frederick Peel, Mr. Henry Taylor, and Lord 
Lyttelton. 








Foreign Intelligence. 


GERMANY. ° 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hamovre, June 29. 

The King of Prussia, having left Berlin on his visit to the North, as 
mentioned in my last, the two Parliaments—that of the North-German 
Confederation and that of the Zollverein—which have been sitting for 
the last month coevally, and not without considerable inconvenience 
and confusion, as many of the members belong to both Assemblies, 
were dismissed by Count Bismark, who read the King’s speech, pro- 
roguing them till the autumn, The Session has not been a fortunate 
one for Ministers, as they have suffered a series of defeats, which, how- 
ever, does not oblige them to resign office. Of all the eight financial 
schemes for ‘‘ raising the wind,” the only one that passed the ordeal of 
the two Parliaments was the Stamp Law, which enacts that all inland and 
foreign bills drawn upon places in any part of Germany shall be liable 
to one uniform rate of stamp, which is fixed at half per mille. So far, 
#0 good; but now comes the grievance, which is, that the revenue thus 
received is no longer to go into the exchequer of the local Governments 
* where raised, but into the insatiable maw of the German Confederation. 
Now the stamps raised at Hamburg and Bremen have hitherto sufficed 
¢o cover about a fifth part of their expenses, and amount annually to 
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much more than those of all the other twenty States of Germany put 
together, including Russia. In vain did the members for the two 
Hanseatic cities point out to the Parliament the unfairness of being 
thus treated, in addition to the other expensive burdens they have to 
bear for the honour of belonging to the Confederation, and the $850,000 
annually to the Zollverein for the privilege of retaining their rights as 
free ports, and in lieu of their share of import duties. The utmost 
they could obtain as indemnification was the guarantee of a return of 
40 per cent. on the amount collected for the firat two years, 15 per cent. 
for the third, and afterwards 2 per cent. annually to cover the expenses 
of collection. Thus Hamburg will have to Jose annually about $500,000, 
° be credited with $10,000, and Bremen to nearly one-half of those 
ures. 

* Bat the other new taxes proposed were ignominiously rejected with- 
out even a division. The only one-on which there was any debate of 
importance was the duty of half a dollar per 100lbs. on petroleam, 
which was estimated to produce two millions of dollars; and as the 
Ministers seemed to set their hearts on taxing an article go essentially 
a tax on the working classes, they offered as a sop the repeal of the im- 

ort duty on raw iron, and a general revision and reduction of the tariff. 
But even this tempting bait would not be taken, and both Parliaments 
rejected the Petroleum Duty Bill by overwhelming majorities ; and as 
they proved refractory, and nothing more could be squeezed out of 
them, the Session was closed the next day. 

Though the French accounts agree in stating that the reception of 
the King at Hanover, and the other parts of his newly-acquired do- 
minions, was as cold and formal as could be, the German papers unite 
in giving a most glowing description of the enthusiasm that prevailed 
everywhere ; and I believe the latter to be the correct version, from what 
I learn from persons who were present and had a full opportunity of 
judging for themselves. Atall events, there can be no doubt abont the 
genuine enthusiasm of the King’s reception, which was quite equal to 
that accorded him last autumn on his visit to Hamburg. Amongat other 
parts of the programme of the festivities was a trip down the Weser 
to Bremerhaven in one of the North-German Lloyd's large transatlantic 
steamers, on board which that company offered him a déjeuner a2 la 
Sourchette, after which his Majesty went on board the vessels belonging 
to the ‘‘ North Pole Expedition ”—as it is somewhat pompously deno- 
minated, though a simple ‘‘ Arctic Exploring Expedition” would be 
more to the purpose—inspected the arrangements, shook hands with 
Captain Koldewey and the acientific gentlemen, wished them success, 
and saw them actually get under weigh and steam out to sea. 

From Bremen the King paid a visit to the Grand Duke of Olden- 
burg, and then proceeded, accompanied by Count Bismark, Admiral 
Prince Adalbert, General von Roon (the Minister of War and for the 
Navy), and a large suite, to inaugurate the new docks and naval 
arsenal at Hippens, in the Bay of Yahde, on the North Sea, which is 
intended in the course of time to become the Sebastopol of the German 
Ocean, and to which the King gave his own name, and it will in future 
be known as Wilhelmshaven. Although ten millions of dollars have 
already been expended on the works, they are by no means finished, 
and it will cost at least five times as much more, and tbe labour of 
twenty years before they can become anything like completed, offering 
shelter to their own ships of war, and capable of resisting the attacks 
of hostile fleets. The soil is far from being favourable, consisting of 
morass or peat bog, and the whole country is protected from the in- 
cursions of the sea by a mud dyke 22 ft. above average high water at 
spring tides. In fact, it is very similar to the same sort of unpro- 
mising spot selected by Peter the Great for the site of his new capital. 
But then, it is not everybody that has the power, the will, or the 
genius of a Peter the Great. 

The departure of the steam corvette Arcona, 28 guns, Captain 
Kuhler, for the China and Japan station, has again been postponed. 
After having been in dry dock at Bremerhaven, and undergone a 
atrict survey, she proceeded round to the Jahde-Busen to take part in 
the festivities at Wilhelmshaven, and is now under orders to return to 
Kiel. According to the latest arrangement she will not finally sail 
from the Baltic till the autumn, and then remain absent three years. 
Lieutenant von Hassenpflug is the chief executive officer. The crew 
of the Arcona numbers 280, all hands told, including the two surgeons 
and the Protestant chaplain. 


COMMERCIAL. 

Rice is in a neglected condition, but the firmness of holders prevents 
the prices from giving way. The Tea market is calm; 456 chests Mo- 
ning Congou, ex Skyold, were sold by the importers at previous rates, 
and a few hundred chests of Congou, umes f and Pecco were dis- 
posed of by the dealers to the trade. Cassia Lignea still commands 
an easy sale, and prices rule firm, at 123 to 13 ach. beo. per lb. In 
Pepper not much has been donc, but the market is firm, as the large 
holders will not listen to lower offers. Some few parcels of Spelter 
have been sold at 14 mks. bco., when holders raised their demands, 
but not being supported they would again be glad to accept that 
figure, which, however, nobody will now give, and the market closes 
heavy. Money plentiful, and discount 37 per cent.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. } 
iRorrerpam, June 80. 


As I stated in my last letter, no definite result was obtained in five 
districts at the general election, so that a poll had to be taken, which 
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has resulted in favour of the Liberal cause. In the districts of Alk- 
maar, Zuidhorn and Haarlemmermeer, Liberal deputies have been 
elected, and there is no doubt that the new Second Chamber will sup- 
port the Cabinet by an overwhelming majority. On the 17th inst. the 
members met for the despatch of business, but it is probable that they 
will leave the Hague in a very short time. By a majority of 41 (49-8) 
a Bill was passed abolishing all patenta for industrial inventions. Mr. 
Heemskerk protested most energetically against this measure, request- 
ing its postponement, and promising that he would lay before the 
members in September next a Bill to ameliorate the patent laws, but 
all without success. As soon as the Bill is approved of by the First 
Chamber this protection law will belong to the past. Another 
important measure hag been passed by the Second Chamber, viz., the 
joining of the Southern and Northern Rotterdam Railways, so that 
the line will cross this town from the one end to the other. Mr. Blom 
interpellated the Cabinet respecting the stock of tin at Banca, which, 
as noticed in my last, is so large as to create discontent among the 
traders. The Minister stated that measures would be taken to secure 
the immediate shipment of the excess. The question about the pas- 
sage money paid by Mr. Hasselman on behalf of Mr. Busken Huet 
has again been raised by Mr. Lenting, who said that if a law existed 
regulating the financial responsibility of the Ministry the affair could 
not have occurred. 

Romours have been circulating with reference to an impending alte- 
ration in the Cabinet. It has been said that, now the elections have 
resulted so favourably for the Liberal cause, it has become necessary 
that the most eminent representatives of that party should take the 
places of those members of the Cabinet who had shown themselves too 
weak, irresolutc, and wavering. It was thought that a really Liberal 
Cabinet would be able to retain the reins of Government for ten or 
twelve years, during which period mush could be reorganised or im- 
proved which was at present prevented by the continual Ministerial 
changes. The Arnhemsche Courant contradicted these rumours, but 
the Utrechtsche Courant ascertains that they are quite correct, and 
that the alterations, which are only a question of time, will be com- 
menced by the appointment of a Vice-President of the Council of 
India, and by the recalling of Governor-General Myer. The Dagblad 
is assured that the reorganisation of the Cabinet is hindered only by 
the renewed dispute on the colonial question between the ‘‘ Puttcans” 
and the ‘‘Thorbeckians.” But of course there is no fear of such a 
political blunder occurring as should give an opportunity to the Con- 
servatives to reassume the Government for two or three years. Some 
sensation has been created by the appointment of the ex-secretary of 
the Rotterdam Bank, Mr. P. F. Hubrecht, as Secretary-General of the 
Home Department. Time will show whether this choice is a good one. 

The Minister of the Colonial department has laid before the mem- 
bers of the Second Chamber a Bill to regulate the cultivation of sugar 
in India, and to alter article 60 of the India constitution. The mem- 
bers, however, will not deal with it at the present sitting. The Con- 
servatives are greatly opposed to this Bill, which will, they say, entirely 
demolish sugar-culture. 

The Catholic paper De 7'yd again makes an appeal to Dutch young 
men to take service, as Zouaves, in the Papal army. Of course this 
fact can have no interest for your readers, and I should not have men- 
tioned it had not the 7yd added that Rome would need help for only 
one year, and that before 1871 all ita troubles and difficulties would be 
Swept away. 

The Netherlands India Trading Bank has issued its annual report, 
which states that the net profits during the year 1868 amounted to 
f.364,669 64, so that the dividend is fixed at f.14.50 per share of f.250. 
This result may be regarded as a very good one, because not only was 
trade in India dull, but the bank was involved in several bankruptcies. 
The gross profits amounted to f.741,215.914. It was asscrted that the 
bank would probably not incur any considerable loss by the failure of 
the firm of Morgan, Melbourne, and Co. 

The Royal Commissary of the Province of Groningen was ordered 
to compliment the King of Prussia at Emden, some days ago. It is 
stated by the local papers that King William took this opportunity to 
declare that he felt the warmest interest in Holland, and to contradict 
most positively that he had formed any plans which could be dangerous 
to the preservation of its independence. He further declared that he 
felt a warm sympathy for our Royal House. 

The King is still at ket Doo; H.M. the Queen will return from 
thence in a day or two to the Hague. 

A strike has broken out amongst the printers, and at one time it 
was feared that the Amsterdam papers would not be published in due 
time. 

A meeting of the sharcholders of the Bank of Rotterdam was held 
on the 29th ult., when the new statutes, projected by the commissioners 
and a committee of the shareholders, were approved of by a majority 
of 247 votes. At Amsterdam, as well as here, the printers are on 
strike ; they demand, at the instigation of the international union, 
higher wages for fewer hours work ; the private printing-offices at 
Amsterdam are closed, 700 men being on strike ; the publication of 
the newspapers, however, has not been interrupted. His Majesty has 
approved the appointment of Mr. H. Polano as Consul for Denmark 
at Hiogo (Japan). According to the Handelsblad, a Bill will shortly 
be laid before the members of Parliament for abolishing capital pun- 
ishment.

AGRICULTURAL IMPROVEMENTS IN JAVA.’ 


Mr. R. W. Besier has issued a prospectus of a company for the exe 
ploration of a tract of land in Java, As soon as the rights of pro« 
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perty are properly recognised and regulated by the Agrarian Bill (says 
the prospectus), then the moment has arrived for the employment of 
capital upon land in Java. Mr. Besier has the opportunity of pur- 
chasing a very large property, which represents a value—according 
to the produce of the last few years—of three million guilders. The 
greater portion of these grounds is situated in the Buitenzorg dis- 
trict; the remaining part, which is partly cultivated, being in the 
Preanger regency and the residency of Cheribon; there is a sugar 
manufactory in the last-named residency. The Buitenzorg grounds 
are valued by the owner at 2,500,000 guilders, but Mr. Besier does 
not think them worth more than two millions. The property has an 
area of 36,000 bouws, with a population of 15,00 souls. The rice grounds 
have produced in the last few years 12,000 piculs paddy per annum. 
In 1863 tea gardens were established, and the crop amounted in 1867 
to 200,000 pounds, whilst it ia calculated that the production in 1870 
will equal 600,090 pounds. There are a million coffee trees, the half 
of which will produce in the future. The crop of 1873 is estimated at 
folly 4,000 piculs. Further, the land produces Arang sugar, which 
has been farmed out during the last four years at 600f. per month. 
There are young ashes, which will produce 50,000f. a-year, as well as 
1,090 piculs nutmeg-trees, and 400 cacao-trees. In 1867 wages were 
paid to an amount of 93,800f. Mr. Besier estimates the yearly pro- 
duction at 800,000 pounds tea, 2,500 piculs coffee, and the remaining 
articles 50,000f. The profit is set down at 331,000f.; viz., expendi- 
ture, gencral costs 120,000f , transport of 800 /m pounds of tea to Bata- 
via, 144,000f.; freights and costs of tea to Europe, 280,000f.; freight 
and costs of 2,500 pic. coffee to Europe, 12,500f. Receipts, 100 /m. 
pounds tea at 2f., 200,000f.; 700 /m pounds tea at 75c., 525,000F. ; 
2,500 pic. coffee, at 45f. per picul, 112,500f.; other pee 
50,000f., total, 887,500f. Notwithstanding that half the sum coul 

be borrowed upon the grounds at an interest of 6 per cent., Mr. 
Besier thinks it better to raise a capital of 2,000,000 francs, on 
which, according to present estimates, a dividend of 15 per cent. can 
be paid to purchase the Buitenzorg grounds immediately, leaving for 
future consideration the question whether it will be adviaable also to 
rite 8 possession of those situated in the Preanger regencies, and at

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Ronetary wd Commercial,

We understand that the arrangements are complete for the 
laying of the New Red Sea Cable at the end of the present year. 
It is hoped that before April, 1870, there will be a direct tele- 
graphic communication between India and England by this route, 
The ship Calcutta, which was disabled some time ago through 
collision, has again sailed for Aden with the telegraph cable for 
the Persian Gulf. 

It is stated that the New York bankers are now receiving the 
bulk of their San Francisco remittances of specie overland, and 
that the last Aspinwall steamer of the Pacific Mail brought only 
& comparatively small total. It appears to be considered not un- 
likely that the opening of the railway may, before long, affect the 
receipts of yold at ‘San Francisco by diverting the gold in its 
crude state from the mines in the interior, near the line of the 
railway, to the Philadelphia Mint or New York Assay-office, in 
place of San Francisco. 

The report of the Oriental Hotels Company (Limited), to be 
presented on the 2nd of July, describes a continued improvement 
in the business of the Galle Hotel, but states that the Cairo Hotel, 
owing to the way in which the Government plans have interfered 
with the locality, has been attended with greater disappointment 
than had been anticipated, and that they have been obliged to rely 
on the forbearance of their contractor for delay in the payments 
for the completion of the structure. 

At a meeting of the creditors of Messrs. Felix Leach and Co., of 
Enfield Mills, near Accrington, the liabilities were estimated at 
£83,972, and the assets at £23,353, A committee of investigation 
was appointed. 


BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS, 

The Returns of the Board of Trade for the month and five 
months ended the 31st May have been issued. The total declared 
value of the exports of British and Irish produce and manufac- 
tures for the month ending the 31st of May in the last three 
years is stated as under:—May, 1867, £15,936,864, May, 1868, 
£14,670,035, May, 1869, £16,316,540. The figures for the present 

ear thus show an increase of £1,646,505, which is equal to an 
increase of 11 per cent. on the total of the corresponding month 
of last year, and 2} per cent. on that of May, 1867. Of this 
augmentation nearly half arises from the cotton trade, and nearly 
half from the iron trade. Unless, therefore, the Manchester 
manufacturers are steadily shipping ata loss, the adverse accounts 
from that city must be deceptive or the figures of these statistical 
returns are not to be relied upon. The general comparative re- 
sults as regards the principe! articles of our trade are as follows: 
Our consignments show an increase in cotton yarn of 7 per cent. 
in value and 25 per cent. in quantity; in cotton manufactures, 
about 16 per cent. both in value and quantity ; in haberdashery, 
9 per cent. in value; in hardware, 23 per cent.; in machinery, 
32 per cent.; in iron manufactures, 43 per cent.; in woollen 
manufactures, 16 per cent. in value and only 1 per cent, in quan- 
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tity ; and in miscelianeous goods, 8 per cent. in value. The in- 
stances of decreased shipments are—25 per cent. in coal, 8 per 
cent. in earthenware, 17 per cent. in linen yarn, 4 per cent. in 
linen manufactures (with an increase of 2 per cent. in quantity), 
and 15 per cent. in silk manufactures. ‘he total exports for ths 
fest five months of the year also present a satisfactory increase 
over those of the two previous years, the figures being as under :— 
Five months, 1867, £72,123,393 ; five months, 1868, £70,668,108 ; 
five months, 1869, £74,744 ,620. 
While the exports have thus increased, the statement of the 
“ computed real value” of the principal imports for the month of 
April (being the latest pened for which values are given) ex- 
hibits a decided falling off ; thereby indicating a more economical 
consumption in this country of the great staples of foreign and 
colonial production. The import values are annexed :—April, 
1867, .£19,827,353; April, 1868, £21,969,564; April, 1869, 
£17,858,517 ; four months 1867, £64,173,882 ; four months 1868, 
£68,416,563 ; four months 1869, £66,949,136.

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ARTICLES OF IMPORT.

TEA. 

The market has been very quiet during the fortnight, but there isno 
material alteration to notice in prices. Importers, seeing the general 
indisposition to buy, refrain from pressing sales, looking to the small 
quantity now afloat of old season’s teas, the gradual reduction in 
stocks, and the comparative moderation shown in China in the open- 
ing of the new seagon’s teas, the Hankow market being the only 
one opened up to the date of the latest telegrams, whereas at 
the corresponding period of last year about fifteen millions had been 
settled at Foo Chow, and four millions at Canton. Siftings and 
broken-leaf Congous remain steady at previous prices. Fair to good 
common have been less saleable, and may be quoted jd. per 1b. lower, 
say 1s. Ofd. to Ja. Od. per lb. Fair to good flavoury kinds show no 
alteration. Good to fine Kaisows have been saleable in small parcels 
at former priccs; a few finest have realised from 2s. to 2s. 6d. per Ib. 
Pak Lins remain as last advised. Amoy kinds have ruled rather easier, 
in sympathy with the decline in good common. Common to fair 
black-leaf kinds show no change, but transactions have been small. 
Fair to good medium show no material change in prices, though there 
has been less doing in them. Fine to finest have remained steady, and 
the few parcels which have changed hands have shoyn no variation in 

rice. In new make kinds there have been some further sales of over- 
land arrival at about 1s. 4d. per lb., and of recent sailing vessels at 
1s. 1d. to 1s. 44d. for fair to very good quality. Oolongs, Souchongs, 
and Flowery Pekoes show no change either in the demand or range of 
prices. Scented Teas—Capers: There have been some sales of very 
common Canton make at 8d., fair to good 1s. 1d. to 1s. 2d., but the 
demand has been quiet. Foochow kinds have been inquired for, 
but there are now but few left in first hands. Orange Pekoes: Can- 
ton-make show no improvement, notwithstanding the delay in ship- 
ping the new season’s. Foochow kinds remain steady at the low rates 
current for fair to good quality ; fine are still wanted. Uncoloured 
Japans remain unchanged in the absence of fresh supplies. Green 
Teas: There has been a better assortment on offer, ex Corsair and 
Assyrian. Moyunes have sold at full prices, though showing some 
decline on the extreme rates paid for first arrivals. In other kinds 
there is not much change to notice, butthe export demand has been 
small, and prices consequently rather in favour of buyers. 

SILK. 

Business remained in the same dull state as reported in our last, 
until the date of the public sales, which were held on the 28rd and 
24th June, when some few importers and holders showed themselves 
anxious to meet the market, and 2s. to 3s. fall on the nominal quota- 
tions of the day, where sales were forced, was the immediate result. 
The decline has been general on all classes of silk, but less so on Tsat- 
lees than others, Japans and re-recled Chinas having experienced the 
greatest fall, through having been more pressed to sale. Even at this 
altered range of prices buyers are not at all anxious to purchase, the 
continental demand especially being very unsatisfactory, and our own 
manufacturers not caring to do more than a hand-to-mouth trade, 
now that the arrival of the new Asiatic Silk in this market is only 
distant a few weeks. In Cantons some business was done last week 
in good ordinary No. 1 Taatlee reel at 193., but consumers do not 
appear willing to continue purchasing at these prices. Bengal Silk is 
entirely neglected and unenquired for. The deliveries last month 
were by no means good ; still, considering the condition of the market, 
as large as could have been expected. China Silk Piece Goods: No 
new transactions. The market has been very quiet throughout the 
past month. In the public sales next week there will be but a limited 
assortment of goods, but owing to the extreme quietness of the trade 
very little business can be looked for. 

Corron.—The improvement manifested in the Liverpool market at 
the date of our last report has continued to gain strength, and the 
market at the close of last week exhibited a good demand, at an ad- 
vance of 4d. per lb. upon the rates then current. A very buoyant feel- 
ing has since continued to prevail, and a further advance of about id. 
per lb. has been effected. The following are the current quotations :—

Comptah, fair new merchants, late May sailing, 9$d.; Bengal, fair 
new merchants, March sailing (late on 29th), 8§d.; ditto fair new, ship 
named, 84d. The London market has also exhibited increased ac- 
tivity and improved prices.

Plantation Ceylon has gone off readily, the coloury 
kinds mostly realising an advance of ls. per cwt., grey sorts showing 
hardly any change. The small quantity of Native sold establishes no 
quotable alteration. In other kinds nothing of interest has been done, 
the public sales having been few in number. The latest prices realised

698. ; grey, 60s. to 71s. 6d.; coloury, 72s. to 81s. ; peaberry, 803. to 848. ; 

6d. ; small to bold, 60s. to 79s.; Naidos- 
batum triage, 58s. to 59s. 6d. ; small to bold, 62s. to 833. 6d. ; peaberry, 
77s. to 78s. ; Ccurtallum triage, 368. to 56s.; good ordinary grey to 
middling coloury, 59s. to 75s. ; peaberry, 77s. to 79s.; Penang, 49s. ; 
Singapore, 35s. 6d. to 43s.
